Translation Notes 


About omomori amulets 

[13.2] 

If you've read a lot of manga, there's a 
good chance you're already familiar with 
omomori, amulets meant to bring good luck 
or divine protection. You may have even 
found it odd that we chose to translate 
this word as "amulet" rather than simply 
leaving it untranslated, since manga 
enthusiasts generally know what omamori 
are, even if they can't necessarily name 
them. But, while it's not uncommon for 
Japanese people who aren't otherwise superstitious or religious to pick up an 
omamori or two as a good luck charm or a souvenir, our heroine's interest in 
them is quite unusual; it seems like she has hundreds of them on her at all 
times. We chose the word "amulet" because it's a little jarring; Japanese readers 
know right away that it's unusual for Mahiru to collect omamori in such large 
numbers, but for our English-speaking audience, we chose something that 
would make you tilt your head to try to communicate the same subtext. 

By the way, the root word of omamori is" momoru ," meaning "to protect." 

We'll come back to that point in just a moment.

LINE is an instant messaging service 
available on mobile devices and personal 
computers that, for many Japanese 
people, has replaced SMS text messaging 
as a quick, easy way to stay in touch 
with friends and share photos. While the 
service is available outside of Japan, it's 
hard to understate just how popular it 
is over there; it's nearly as ubiquitous in 
parts of Asia as Facebook is in the US and 
Europe. 






About character names in The End of the Earth is the Beginning of Lowe 

You might be aware that Japanese names are often written in kanji, a set of 
characters based on Chinese which, in contrast to the phonetic character sets 
hiraganoes\6 katakana, communicate not just pronunciation, but meaning, as 
well. Without getting too deep into Japanese linguistics, while the hiragana 
and the kanji # are pronounced the same way, the former could mean all 
sorts of things; the latter, however, means "well." 

Since kanji communicate meaning, many authors take them into careful 
consideration when naming important characters to help create a particular 
tone. Many of the characters in The End of the Earth is the Beginning of Love 
follow a celestial pattern, and they're all a bit unusual with one interesting 
exception. Here's a list of all the characters you've seen so far: 

Mahiru —EM— "Midday" 

Mayo —3^— "Dead of Night" 

Aoi — M — "Blue," probably in reference to Earth, the Blue Planet 
Ginga —iH/El— "Galaxy" 

Moriya —vpjs— See below 


Moriya is a common Japanese surname, but if you've taken a few semesters 
of Japanese, you might recognize the first kanji: that's "mamoru," which as we 
stated earlier, is the root word of "omamori." So even though Moriya doesn't 
appear to fit into the naming scheme quite as cleanly as the others, her name 
does evoke omamori amulets, subtly echoing one of Mahiru's quirks. 
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
